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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination received 
11/30/2007. 

2. Claims 1-12, 18, and 20-25, are currently pending in the case, with claims, 1, 7, 18, 20, 
and 23 being the independent claims. 

3. Claims 1-12, 18, and 20-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Usami in view of Orr and further in view of Petz have been withdrawn pursuant to applicant's 
amendments. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: The limitations states 
'obtained by said obtainment means by import to insert the new chapter into the document data'. 
It is unclear to the examiner what is meant by the language 'by import'. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-12, 18, 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
byMasuda et al., US Pat. Pub. US 2002/0087602 filed (9/10/01). 
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In reference to independent claim 1, Masuda teaches: 

'a display controller which controls display of an object as an image indicating at least 
one original page contained in the document, and which controls display of a selection 
window upon selection of the image indicating at least one original page, wherein the 
selection window is displayed on a screen on which the object is displayed as the image\ See 
figures 8 through 10C illustrate a display controller for thumbnail images of document page 
collections are moved according to a user layout priority. Pages are selected from a plurality of 
electronic source documents on the collection window and moved to the composed window. See 
page 7, [0123 through 0125]. 

'an instruction accepting unit which accepts an instruction from a user, in accordance 
with selection in the selection window, wherein the instruction is an instruction to divide an 
original chapter including pages into chapters'. See figure 1 1 which shows a detailed example 
in which an original electronic source document from which a thumbnail image has been moved 
to the composed window is indicated. The thumbnail images of 1/3 and 2/3 pages on the 
composed window are selected, a thumbnail image on the collection window and a thumbnail 
image on the collection window which correspond to the thumbnail images on the composed 
window, are displayed as frames or semitransparent images, thereby indicating that the 
thumbnail images are selected. See page 7, [0124 through 0127]. The reference mentions a 
collection made up of a pages which could be moved or divided into other collection windows. 
The claim states a 'chapter* being made up of at least one page. The examiner is broadly 
interpreting a collection as taught in the Masuda reference as a chapter of pages. • 
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'an editor which edits the document so as to generate a new chapter containing a page 
moved from the original chapter and to insert the new chapter into the document in 
accordance with the instruction accepted by said instruction accepting unit. Figure 14 
illustrates new collections with one, two, and three documents respectively. The documents 
found in figure 14 have re-edited and reused. See page 8, [0136 through 0139]. 

'a selection accepting unit which accepts a selection of a chapter attribute indicating 
chapter setting information, and employing the selected chapter attribute as a chapter attribute 
of the new chapter, wherein the selection accepted by the section accepting unit is a chapter 
attribute of the original chapter or another predetermined chapter attribute, and wherein the 
selection is instructed using a selection menu screen'. See page 6 and page 7, [01 13 through 
0133]. The reference provides an index with collection attributes which change based upon edits 
made to the collection. The index information provides a suggestion of chapter attributes from 
the original collection of documents. 

'a setting unit which sets the chapter attribute of the new chapter in accordance with 
the selection accepted by said selection accepting unit. See figure 12 which shows a detailed 
example of thumbnail images saved on the composed window replaced. The description is edited 
as indicated by the underlines found on page 7, [0127]. 
In reference to dependent claim 2, Masuda teaches: 

Figure 19 illustrates the movement of an original page to a designated position within the 
collection. See figure 19 and [0170 through 0171]. 
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In reference to dependent claim 3 and 4, Masuda teaches: 

Figure 14 illustrates collection attributes inserted into different collections which would 
allow for the new collection to inherit attributes from the old collection. See figure 14 and page 
8, [0135 through 0139]. 

In reference to dependent claim 5, Masuda teaches: 

The bookbinding portion is a portion that holds the generated electronic document made 
by converting the generated electronic document made by converting the generated electronic 
document composed of each electronic source document page obtained from the PAGEINDEX 
portion for managing the pages of the generated electronic document into a predetermined file 
format. See page 5, [0093 through 0095]. 
In reference to dependent claim 6, Masuda teaches: 

See figure 1 1 which shows a detailed example in which an original electronic source 
document from which a thumbnail image has been moved to the composed window is indicated. 
The thumbnail images of 1/3 and 2/3 pages on the composed window are selected, a thumbnail 
image on the collection window and a thumbnail image on the collection window which 
correspond to the thumbnail images on the composed window, are displayed as frames or 
semitransparent images, thereby indicating that the thumbnail images are selected. See page 7, 
[0124 through 0127]. The reference mentions a collection made up of a pages which could be 
moved or divided into other collection windows. The claim states a 'chapter' being made up of at 
least one page. The examiner is broadly interpreting a collection as taught in the Masuda 
reference as a chapter of pages. 
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In reference to claims 7-12, the claims recite similar instructions for carrying out the document 
processing apparatus claims numbered 1-6, respectively. Therefore, the claims are rejected under 
similar rationale. 

In reference to claims 18, 20-25, the claims recite similar instructions for carrying out the 
document apparatus claims numbered 1-6, respectively. Therefore, the claims are rejected under 
similar rationale. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12, 18 and 20-25 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
